Most people in’ Ontario will 
remember the summer of 1952 if 
for no other reason than for its 


long spell of excessively hot and 


humid weather, Unless my memory 
is playing tricks this weather made 
its debut on June 22 so we have 
had exactly a month of unpleasant- 
ly sticky weather.

Terrible Handicap 
Didn’t Stop Him ~— 


How often do we see people 
afflicted with some physical de- 
formity and subconsciously register 
a feeling almost of pity? It hap- 
pens every’ day. And, yet, states 
Dr. Earl R. Carlson, our pity is 
wasted; even the most handicapped 
can be useful to society. 

Just how useful, he sets out to 
prove in an intensely inspiring and 
“human” book, “Born That Way”. 
Dr, Carlson is a specialist dealing 
with “spastic” children — children 
suffering from a stiffness of move- 
ment. 


Carried by the Wind 
The affected limb moves as a 
solid member; the hand in attempt- 
ing to grasp an object may remain 
rigid in a fixed position and can 


only be relaxed with difficulty. If. 


the rigidity affects the legs, walking 
may be impossible. 
The author, himself born with 


such an affliction, walked with a - 


scissor-like movement, and even in 
later years often had to leave 
theatres or concerts because one 
leg would start an uncontrollable 


jerking. 
A sudden gust of wind was 
enough to send him sprawling. 


Once a particularly violent wind 
blew him across the street, where 
he was picked up by a friendly 
policeman, On subsequent occasions 
when the two met, the policeman 
would bellow, jokingly: “Remember 
when you were so badly off that I 
had to pick you out of the gutter?”

Spastics 
get along much better if they let 
the other fellow know about their 
handicap, and induce him to laugh 
at it instead of offering profused 
sympathy.

The patient was tenderly placed 
on the examination table and 
various possible causes for the, in- 
sensibility were discussed. The case 
was puzzling ... until one of the 
students happened to lay a hand 
on the child's distended abdomen, 
The patient promptly responded 
by being violently sick; and that 
supplied the clue to the trouble, 
A simple case of dead drunk- 
enness! It transpired that the 
small lad had drunk too liberally of 
some red wine stored in his father’s 
cellar before begging the ride.

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FATTER HOGS BEING 
MARKETED IN ONTARIO 


; 


According to reports from the Tor- 
onto office of the Livestock and Live- 


culture, hogs being marketed in On- 
tario are much fatter than they have 
been in the past. The percentage of C 
grade has about doubled from normal 
and the percentage of hogs approach- 
ing C grade because of fatness is in-| 
creasing. This situation is causing | 
concern to packers across the Pro- | 
vince and is bringing a number of 
complaints from producers and ship- 
pers regarding the increase in C 
grade hogs. 

Reasons for the extra amount of 
fat appear to arise from three main 
causes. (a) the large volume of home- 
grown feed on hand on Ontario farms 
which is being fed without protein 
concentrate; (b) the large increase in 
the number of farmers who are hop- 
per feeding in order to save labor, 
(c) the probable effect of antibiotics 
in prepared feeds.

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Houses In Britain Cracking Up 
Because Of Incurable Soil Trouble 


All over Britain houses are crack- 
ing up faster than folks can build 
them, foundations settling, doors 
ing, ceilings crashing, as the 
result of a newly-discovered in- 
curable soil trouble. Heavy repair 
bills mainly incurred by ordinary 
houscholders, are zooming to up- 
wards of £10,000,000 a year. 

In many areas whole streefs and 
suburbs are affected. Bricks and 
plaster split, walls bulge, plumbing 
and expensive fitments fracture. . . 
ani as fast as owners repair the 
damage this strange blitz happens 
again : 

In black spots from Eastbourne 
to Rugby, Luton to Harwick, 
Broken drains ahd road fissures 
impose new bills on the ratepayers. 
Factory machinery is flung out, of 

, true, ehurch spires tilt, and in one 
case buildings were found to be 
slipping clean off their foundations. 

According to scientists of the 
Building Research Station, Wat- 
ford, the trouble is “shrinkable 
clay.” Entire suburbs of London 
and many new ‘housing estates 
throughout the ea8tern counties 
have been built on. clay of large 
shrinkage capacity which swells or 
srrinks with the season. 

Heavy rainfall over the past six 
_ years has increased these minature 
earthquakes. Some houses have 
dropped into pre-shrunk pockets of 
soil overnight, with drastic effects 
on the structure. There's no easy 
remedy. Such trees as poplar, wil- 
low and elm, when close to a house 
can, however, héighten the peril. 

“And this is just one of Britain's 
hush-hush housing troubles this 
year, ‘quake problems that are 
baffling local authorities. In Shrop- 
shire, for instance, disused ~ clay 
quarries have filled with water and 
now a landslide threatens to carry 
the village of Jackfield into the 
Severn. Five hundred people hear 
the earth groaning at night and 
find their houses tilting under them. 

Some families. have been evacuat- 
ed. Even the postal service has 
stopped. Notices warn the: public 
that they use the yawning village 
road “at their own risk and peril.” 

Once collapse starts, surveyors 
cannot forecast what may happen, 
Near Wigan, an engine-driver was 
backing his loaded coal train when 
the carth opened beneath him and 
swallowed him up. 

The engine and thirteen trucks 
were engulfed to a depth of over 
100 feet and the driver was killed. 
His mate jumped clear but, with 
gome workmen on the line, he 
could only stand helpless while 
steam hissed from the crumbling 
shaft as though an active volcano, 
Today a disused, railed-off siding 
is the only sign of this fantastic 
vanishing. The enging and trucks 
were never retrieved but had to 
be buried in, beneath thousands of 
fons of carth and rubble. 

Then there’s the trouble at 
Swadlincote, Debyshire, where 
houses lurch, ceilings fall and the 
landicrd at one of the locals can- 
not put an even pint on the 
counter of the bar, so steep is the 
slope.

“Top Billing’ Made 
Life-Time Enemies 


That two brilliant geniuses could 
engage in a lengthy feud over a 
chitdish dispute shows how small 
great men can sometimes be. Inigo 
Jones, landscape painter, designer 
and architect; Ben Jonson, once 
deemed Shakespeare's equal, poet, 
dramatist and_ satirist these 
were the two giants whose fierce 
squabble set the whole of seven- 
teenth-century London laughing. 

Inigo Jones was the son of an 
unsuccessful cloth-merchant of 
Smithfield (where once was held 
the Great Cloth Fair). He had so 
little education that he could not 
spell the simplest words. But he 
had that mysterious quality. called 
genius. 

In those days aristocrats acted as 
patrons to promising artists. And 
the Earl of Pembroke, hearing 
Horace Walpole praise the young 


architect, sent Inigo to Italy and 
on a tour round Europe to see 
the great buildings of the past 
He came. back and found many 
éther patrons. He designed build- 
ings, interiors, and costumes for 
the great masques which were 
then the rage 
King Became Curious \ 

James | commissioned him to 
design a great banqueting Hall at 
Westminster, which stands as one 


of his many monuments to this day 


Then the King became curious 
about Stonehenge. What. was the 
mystery of those great stones set 
up on the plain? Inigo lones was 
the man to unravel that mystery 
\ good deal puffed up by success 
and tunable to tolerate criticism, 
Inigo reported back to his royal 
master that Stonehenge was the 
remains of a Roman temple to a 
heathen god. The King was satis 


fed with this opinion; and he com 


missioned lones to make all the 


costumes for a grand masque which 
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was to be written by no less a big- 
wig than Ben Jonson, the famous 
playwright. and poet. 


Ben wrote his masque; and Inigo 
designed the scenery (the first 
movable stage scenery ever used in 
England) as well as some gorgeous 
costumes, And now we come to 
the cause of the great quarrel that 
made all London town laugh ‘at 
the two giants. Inigo Jones’s name 
was put atove Ben Jonson on 
the programmes ! 


For years after that Ben Jonson 
pursued Jones with amazing venom. 
He poked fun at him in his famous 
comic poem, “A Tale of a Tub.” 
He went about maligning him 
everywhere. 


Once Johnson said to the King: 
“Tf 1 wanted words to express the 
greatest villain in the world I 
would call him an Inigo.” 


Rich but Not Popular 


But the King took Jones's side 
and Jonson never again wrote a 
masque for royalty. He neither 
forgave nor forgot this, and the two 
men remained bitter enemies , for 


life. 


It was Inigo Jones who intro- 
duced the Italian style of archi- 
tecture into England. He built 
fine mansions and churches. He 
died just three hundred years ago, 
on June Ist, rich but not popular. 
He was vain, pompous and- in- 
tolerant. But he had his virtues. 
He was .very, very generous and 
gave fre¢ly to all who asked finan- 
cial help of him,

“Hopped-up” Bicycles 


_ The modern-day “Flying Dutch- 
man” is a middle-aged gentleman 
riding a hopped-up bicycle which 
makes a noise varying between that 
of an overgrown mosquito and a 


wartime V-bomb. 


With motorcars difficult to get 
Because of high prices and -small 
import quotas, there has been a 
big switchover from ordinary 
bicycles to what are called there 
buzz bikes, or. bicycles fitted with 
a wide variety of small auxiliary 
motors. 


Holland has about 5,000,000 bi- 
cycles. In the past 18 months the 
number fitted - with motors has 
grown from 50,000 to about 180,- 
000. The total is expected to reach 
225,000 before the end of the year, 
and 500,000 by 1956. 

License’ Not Required 

An increase of 50 per cent in 
highway ‘accidents in the Nether- 
lands during the -past year has 
been attributed to the “buzz bikes.” 


The government regards them as 
a bicycle—whiech means no license 
is necessary, and riders use both 
highways and the special bicycle 
tracks provided alongside every 
Dutch road. 

The Dutch bicyclist has long 
been known as a sort of circus 
rider because of his @mazing dex- 
terity and speed—and the many 
traffic risks he takes. 

As long as he was using ordi- 
nary bicycles, motorists and pedes- 
trians could estimate his speed 
fairly accurately and get out of 
the way. But since the bicyclists be- 
gan attaching motors to their bi- 
cycles, which gave them a remark- 
able variety of speeds, the accident 
rate has risen alarmingly. 

Confusion Increases 


By behaving sometimes as 
cyclists and sometime, as motor- 
ists, the motorized cyclists befuddle 
traffic policemen as well.as motor- 
ists. The confusion is increased by 
the fact that few of the “buzz 
bikes” look any different from or- 
dinary, bicycles. Some of the motors 
are so small that they cannot be 
seen except at close range, while 
those tucked away at the rear of 
the machine give no indication that 
the “bicycle’ is not an ordinary 
bike. 

Motorists in Holland are accus- 
tomed to droves of ordinary bdi- 
cyclists bearing down on them at 
the peak hours, when every second 
Dutch person rides a bicycle. 


But when several buzz bikes 
suddenly loom out of a phalanx of 
bicyclists and dart alongside or in 
front of cars without any warning 
other than the normal bike bell— 
it’s a terrifying experience for a 
driver. 

The problem of what to do about 
them is unsolved. 

The bicycling organizations ob- 
ject to the “speed demons” using 
the bicycle paths. 

The automobile associations say 
they are less of a menace on the 
bike paths than on highways. 

And the government, after a 
year’s careful consideration, has 
ruled they are bikes, which means 
they can go anywhere. 

Consequently, Hollanders walk, 
and drive with their ears cocked 
for a noise like a_ refrigerator 
motor with a shot bearing.

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Canada’s “Boom” as 
it Looks to Others 


Some Canadians of modest mind 
prefer to regard the facs that the 
Canadian ddllar looks over the 
head—and not merely in the fate 
~-of the American dollar as a mark 

_of the depreciation of the Amemri- 
can dollar, signifying no special 
virtue of the Canadian dollar. But 
if there is a single symbol of the 
results of Canada’s hard work and 
the growth of Canadian. self-con- 
fidence, it is perhaps to be found in 


the high value that the outside 
world now puts upon Canadian 
money, 

Canada has known booms—and 


the aftermath of booms — before. 
They were the booms of physical 
pioneermg and the westward ex- 
tension of the frontier through the 
prairies to the Pacific. Canada’s 
present boom differs from its sev- 
eral forerunners in the fact that it 
is continent-wide; it represents the 
extension of economic frontiers 
throughout a country that the 
pioneers had already opened up by 
road, rail, river and air... . 

Great developments, exploiting 
Canada's abounding natural re- 
sources, are proceeding in areas re- 
mote from each other and remote, 
too, from major markets in the 
United States. ... 

No boom was ever painless, but 
the Canadian boom perhaps comes 
n@arest to earning that distinction. 
Canada is not merely favoured with 
abundant material resources. It has 
had the good sense—or the good 
luck—-to provide itself with good 
government. Its economic affairs 
have been handled with skill unex- 
ampled throughout the world. It 
has found, in the short space of 
two -+or three years, a degree of 
self-confidence that is the proper 
mark of a country. entering upon 
the early stages of economic matur- 
ity. Already occupied with a load 
of work that less vigorous count- 
ries might stretch over a_ gener- 
ation, Canada has the faith, and 
professes to have the capacity, to pro- 
ceed with the gigantic St. Law- 
rence Seaway scheme and to dis- 
regard Washington's refusal to 
participate. It would certainly be 
unwise to reach the conclusion that 
too much is being attempted too 
quickly. It is true that the defence 
programme has vet to make its full 
impact on the Canadian economy. 
But the rise in both industrial and 
agricultural productivity since the 
war has been so astonishing that 
Canada may well be able to provide 
guns, factories and butter all at 
the same time.—From The Econ- 
omist.

It then tears 
the fox from the trap, eats as much 
as it wishes, buries the rest, then 
goes on to inspect other traps. 

Trappers hate the wolverine, 
which seems to~be able to avoid the 
cleverest traps available. One trap- 
per spent a week making an elab- 
orate and complicated .series of 
traps, laying cords about the ap- 
proaches to the bait~so that the 
most wary animal would have been 
sure to stumble on one and pull 
the trigger of a gun placed so that 
it would shoot the disturber. 

The next morning the trapper 
visited his’ “foolproof” wolverine- 
catcher and found every cord bit- 
ten through and every scrap of the 
bait gone! : 


I wouldn't even try to make a 

ess as to how long wild oats 
ave been a problem—and a serious 
one—to farmers. Just when you 
think you have the pesky things 
licked for keeps, they’re back again, 
worse than ever, They remind me 
of what a little niece of mine once 
said about the weeds. “Wouldn't 
it be grand” she said, “if things 
like strawberries were as anxious 
to grow as the dandelions?”

But, according to Prof, L. B. 
Shebeski of the university of Sask- 
atchewan, wild oats would be 
easier to control if farmers would 
help nature to crack the seed coat 
in order to provide germination and 
growth at a time when the plants 
could be killed off by tillage. Wild 
oats, by the way, were especially 
bad in many north Saskatchewan 
fields this Spring. 

* = * 

Farmers knew that wild oat seed 
sometimes lay dormant for years, 
but did not realize this dofmancy 
could be broken if the oat seed 
coat was cracked to allow germin- 
ation. Unless the seed coat was 
cracked the seed would not. ger- 
minate, Prof. Shebeski said. Nature 
did this job of cracking the sced 
coat by alternate freezing And 
thawing in the fall and alternate 
wetting and drying of the soil in 
the growing season.

Prof. Shebeski advocated wild 
oat control be started in the fall 
with shallow fall tillage to bring 
as many seeds as possible near the 
surface for the alternate freezing 
and thawing process. This. seed 


would germinate in the spring and 


could be eliminated by tillage. 
* * * 

Many farmers found their low 
spots badly infested with wild oats 
because they had followed a policy 
of leaving tillage until this land 
was drier. Prof. Shebeski advised 
farmers with low, waterlogged 
land to till it as soon as possible 
in the spring. To germinaté and 
produce a plant any seed needed 
three things” —- temperature, mois- 
ture and oxygen. The low land had 
the moisture and the temperature 
would come as the spring advanced, 
but lacked oxygen. The low spots 
should be worked as early as pos- 
sible in the spring to aerate the 
land. This’ procedure would give 
the wild oat plants the best chance 
to grow enough to get their second 
leaves and be at the proper stage 
for killing by further tillage.

The sowing of the proper crop 
should be delayed until this pro- 
cedure hhad been carried out and 
the maximum amount of wild oats 
grown to the stage when they 
could be killed off and not infest 
the crop.

Arrival In Alaska 


A bush pilot, flying a makeshift 
plane that could rightly be called 
a “crate,” took us to Bristol Vil- 
lage. On our way in we flew over 
herds of caribou and moose... 
We soared over the heavily-wood- 
ed mountains and then over the 
flat and treeless tundra, snow- 
covered and glittering in the bril- 
liant sun, and down to the shore 


by the lashing waters of Bristol - 


Bay. As the heavy ground fog 
below us lifted, the pilot set us 
down on a lake two miles from 
the schoolhouse. It was the twenty- 
third day of our journey. 

The sound of an incoming plane 
is rare and wonderful in the North 
and on this occasion, as on every 
one, all of Bristol Village came to 
meet the plane. No word had been 
sent ahead of our coming, but the 
news spread through the crowd 
and we heard eager cries of: 
“Teachers! Teachers have come! 
We, have school now!” 

Around us were the smiling 
friendly faces of Aleuts and Eski- 
mos broad and welcome. Bill and 
I were overwhelmed by the warmth 
of their cordiality as we introduced 
ourselves and exchanged  hand- 
shakes. 

The fact that teachers had come 
made it a gala day for the village. 
Children climbed over the plane, 


the men helped Bill unload, and 
the women gathered ‘together in 
a circle to one. side, chattering 
gaily. One of them, Esther, an 
Eskimo mother, walked over to 
me“and said timidly: “We want 
you to like us here.’ 


Mushing across two frozen lakes 
and two ‘miles of crystal white 
snow, we finally came to the 
schoolhouse. It was a long white 
clapboard building, something like 
a covered bridge, with a. front 
porchjalong the length of it. We 
had expected a one room log cabin 
and were overcome by the “grand- 
eur” of this school, 


Thanking our drivers for tak- 
* ing us and our luggage to the 
school, we asked them to come and 
see us when we were settled. Sev- 
eral children plainly wanted to 
stay and one little Eskimo boy 
asked hopefully: “School tomorrow 
maybe?” 


We told them it would tuke ae* 


a few days to get the school ready, 
, but to drop in for a visit any time. 
The next morning at seven o'clock 
they were there. 


The schoolrooms and teachers’ 
Kiving-quarters were all in the 
same building, connected by a long 
hallway. . 3% 

As we stepped out on the front 
porch, we flinched in the glare 
of a white land. It stretched out 
to the North Pole and somewhere 
on the way merged with a bleached 
sky, the frosty glitter broken only 
by shreds of smoke creeping out 
of the chimneys below, like soiled 
remnants of an old he. For as 
long as men could piece memories 
together, Bristol Village had been 
a permanent settlement, and so it 
was not an igloo town. Winding 
trails laced homes together, join- 
ing two separated clusters of 
houses nestled in the snow.

Precious Glass 


The study of glass may be com- 
pared to a window which opens 
backward to the most remote pet+ 
iods of recorded history. There ia, 
for example, the legend of the acci- 
dental discovery of glass by the 
Phoenicians, A group of Phoeniciam 
sailors, the story goes,cbuilt a bon- 
fire on the beach, Having-no stones 
upon which they could rest their 
cooking utensils, they used cakes 
of soda which they happened to 
have with them. On completion of 
their meal, they were amazed to 
find that the soda had disappeared, 
In its place was a hard shiny sub- 
stance which proved to be the first 
glass made by man. e 

Or let us glance back into the 
history of the ancient Egyptians, 
In the museum at Cairo the modera 


‘traveller sees all the priceless pos- 


sessions of King Tutankhamea, 
Among these is a marvellous gold 
necklace with a hundred gold pea- 
dants inlaid: with. turquoise, laple 
lazuli and. cloisonné of glass. Be- 
cause glass is so tommon in the 
world today, it sttikes one as odd 
that this material should form part 
of these exquisite adornments of 
ancient kings, but our surprise end@ 


“with the realization that in those 
‘ancient times glass was so rare 


that it was valued above precious 
stones. 

Anyone who becomes interested 
in. the history of glas. will be de 
lighted with many of the archaeo- 
logical exhibits he will find in Egypt. 
In a tomb of one of the old Pha- 
raohs near Thebes, for example, 
paintings on the walls show mea 
blowing glass in very much the 
same way and with very much the 
same tools still employed in glass 
making at the present time. Stiff 
preserved is a glass piece found ia 
the tomb of Thutmose II, who 
reigned about 1500 B.C. . 

Anyone who studies the old mo- 
saic glass beads of the Egyptians 
will find in them the designs which 
served hundreds of years later to 
give workmen their ideas for the 
so-called “cane” patterns used im 
some of the early glass paper- 
weights. 

Many centuries alter, the art of 
glass-making spread to Venice and 
Rome. In the 12th Century, ‘glass 
factories were so numerous im 
Venice that they became a fire ha-- 
zard to the city, As a result, they 
were moved to the Island of Mu- | 
rano, where, the secrets of glass- 
makers were guarded under penalty 


of death. Glass-makers of those 
days ranked with the nobility, and 
a daughter of a count could marry 


a glass-maker without losing caste. 
At Altare, the seat of the glass- 
makers’ guild in the 13th Century, 
glassworkers were eventually hired 
eut to other districts~—much to the 
distress of Murano.

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As we go through life there are 
frequently times when we make 
friends only to lose them in a 
very short while. Saying goodbye 
on.such occasions can hardly be 
classed as one of the happy ex- 
periences of life. And never is this 
so true as when a well-liked and 


respected minister accepts another 


call or moves to a new parish or 
diocese) 

A minister can mean a lot to his 
people — sometimes more than he 
or the people ever realize. Too 
often a minister is taken too much 
for granted, whatever he does is 
looked upon as just “part of his 


" job”. We do not always know him 


as well as we might; probably we 
do not attend church as regularly 
as we should, But yet, always at 
the back of our mind, we know 
he is there, ready to give comfort 
and solace in time of stress, and to 
advise and encourage when life pre- 
sents more problems than we know 
how to face. When people are sick 
he is a frequent visitor; he is called 
upon to officiate at weddings, bap- 
tisms and funerals and his presence 
is always looked for-at social func- 
tions in connection with church 
organizations —- and with other 
events of social and public interest. 

And the minister’s wife is equally 
busy. There are more demands 
on her time and privacy than most 
women have to face. In addition 


she needs the patience of Job and | 


the combined tact of a dozen 
women. In. church groups she 
must show’sympathetic unlerstand- 
ing for all and yet take sides with 
none, She must be the perfect 
diplomat. She must be able’ to 
meet intellectuals on their own level 
and yet understand the problems 
and the viewpoint of the working 
people. 

There are times when she must 
he irritated beyond. measure at the 
frequent bickering common to all 
classes but the prerogative of 
“speaking her mind” is not for 
her. 

The doctor’s wife need not 
necessarily be a ministering angel; 
the lawyer's wife may be ignorant 
of legal affairs; but the minister's 
wife is: expected, by many folk, to 
be a paragon of all the virtues. 
Have a heart, dear people, and be 
less demanding upon your minister's 
wife. Being set upon a pedestal 
may be as uneasy to a person as 
wearing a crown. 

Of course, if a minister and his 
wife possess a sense of humour, 
it may lighten their load consider- 
ably. I remember, some years ago, 
attending a church tea, at which I 
noticed a particularly garrulous: fe- 


male had attached herself to the 
young recto: When he finally 
broke loose, I[ saw him glance 


across the tea-tables to his wile, 
and | saw the slight but definite 
wink ‘that passed between them 
It spoke volumes. To me that 
almost imperceptible wink explain- 
¢d, to a certain extent, the secret 
of this young minister's success— 
for he was popular in social life 
as well as being a wonderful 
preacher.” There ts no limit to what 
can fhe accomplished by a man of 
God with a saving sense of humour. 

As you may have guessed there 
is a reason for this preamble of 
ming. Yes, all these thoughts have 
come to me becadse we are losing 


‘sour present youhg minister and his, 


wile, to whom people in the parish 


have become much attached, His 
name is the Reverend Homer Fer 
ris, and he came to ws from the 
emall towa of Arthur, Ontario, 


Now, after being in this district 
for only three and a half years, he 
is moving to Port Colborne. We, 
at Ginger Farm, did not know this 
young couple as weil as we should 
have done — which was our fault, 
not theirs — but we had always 
looked forward to the time when 
we would know them better. Now 
that opportunity has gone, We 
shall never know them better, but 
we can at least remember their un- 
failing willingness. to help us at a 
time when help was greatly needed. 
And we shall always remember 
the happy, good-natured smile with 
which Mrs, Ferris always greeted 
us, even though 
should have given her in carrying 


.out her arduous duties had often 


been sadly lacking. It is possible 
we regret their going more than 
those who knew them better be- 
cause we have the uncomfortable 
conviction of losing those who 
might have been our friends. 

Perhaps our experience is also 
that of a few other folk and may 
be the means of encouraging some 
of you to get better acquainted 
with your minister and family be- 
fore he, too, is moved to another 
district.

= How To'Treat It 


Heat cramp is caused by an ex- 
cessive loss of body salt due to 
continued exposure to high tem- 
peratures. The .symptoms include 
painful contractions of the muscles 
of the arms, legs and abdomen. 

When a person reacts *to long 
exposure to heat by vomiting, nau- 
sea, headache, giddiness and profuse 
sweating, the culprit is probably 
heat exhaustion. When an upset of 
the body's temperature regulating 
system, indicated by a dry skin, the 
stopping of perspiration, high tem- 
perature and an upset of the central 
nervous system is noticed, the pa- 
tient is probably suffering ffom heat 
stroke. With sunstroke the reaction 
is usually basically similar, but 
there may be a bad sunburn as well. 

When a person appears to be suf- 
fering from one of these diseases 
he should be made as comfortable 
as possible in a cool, well ventilated 
place. The clothing should be 
loosened. If the patient is conscious 
he should be given copious drinks 
of water, coffee or tea—and smell- 
ing salts should be administered, If 
unconscious, smelling salts and al- 
cohol rubs are helpful. The head 
should be kept low. Always send 
for a doctor immediately. 

Generally speaking, it is much 
easier and far more pleasant to 
avoid meeting this family than to 
try to be rid of them once they 
have put in an appearance, When 
the weather is hot, particularly 
when it remains hot for many days 


without a break, it is important to 


keep the skin pores open by fre- 
quent bathing and drinking plenty 
of cool liquids. Loose *and light 
clothing should be worn and, in 
the sun, the head should be pro- 
tected. Regular toilet habits are im- 
portant, In very hot weather, two 
glasses of water with added salt 
per day (one teaspoon of table salt 
and one-half teaspoon of baking 
soda to.a quart of water) or a salt 
tablet twice daily are helpful. 
Exposure to the direct rays of 
the sun should be undertaken 


gradually. Particularly for young 
children, first exposures should be 
of only a few minutes duration.

Q. How can I substitute a good 
tooth powder at home? 


A. An effective tooth powder is 
common baking soda. Merely place 
a little of the powder in the hand, 
moisten the brush, and dip it is 
the powder.

To-day over 120 
ganatoria have visiting art-therapists 
to help the patients back to health 
by the colour route. : 

As we know, many patients in 
mental hospitals are not lunatics. 
They are people who have had a 
mental 
cessive strains. In nine cases out 
ef ten they will be discharged as 
cured. : 

And one of the methods used to 
help those people is colour. 

It does not matter in the least 
that a patient has no talent as 
artist: the occupation, bringing him 
imto contact with colour, brings him 
wearer to health. a 

It as noticed that there was 
some link between the favorite col- 

rs of patients and their mental 
and emotional states. For example, 
patients addicted to moods and 
phases of aggression used ‘exces- 
sively black"and dark browns, while 
patients of a happy disposition 
tended to use light blues and yel- 
lows.

on the Weather-M an 


All of us know that there are 
days when no effort is too great, 
and leaden ones when even to stand 
waiting for a bus makes the clothes 
stick firmly at every point of con- 
tact~-daye*when one’s mood is as 
gay ea the bird's in spring, and 
others ayhieh a odecp pall of gloom 
overwhelms us. 

And we say, quite rightly: “It 
must be the weather.” 

Several things about the weather 
affect us, including exposure*to ex- 
tremes of heat and cold, change 
in barometer levels, change in tem- 
perature, the rate of movement of 
the air, the amount of moisture in 
it, the presence of dust, flower 
scents or the odor of decaying 
vegetables, and the electrical charge 
present in the atmosphere. 

But the means by owhich these 
things make us bad-tempered, cheer 
us wup,-induce a feeling of ill-or 
well-being, are only partly known, 
In the case of sultry weather it is 
a matter of heavily-moisture-laden 
air being unable to evaporate pers- 
piration from the skin as fast as 
it is formed. This tends to make us 
overheated, and consequently bad- 
temptred. 5 

Such conditions are “also associ- 
ated with a high barometer, which, 
if air.movement is sluggish, tends 
to raise the blood pressure. 

Air movement, or velocity of the 
wind, is a most important factor. 
In large cities a perfect calm of 
very little air in motion means that 
the carbon dioxide constantly being 
poured into the atmosphere is not 
being carried off as it would be 
if the wind were blowing. 


The World's Best 


The gas poisons the system and 
lowers the vitality. Investigations 
with children showed that those 
who are low in resistance become 
too weakened to attend school. It 
was found to slow up the production 
of body energy in the more vigor- 
ous youngsters, giving them no 
vitality to spare, and making them 
more likely to be “well behaved” 
than they would be on windy days.

Such changes keep the blood ves- 
sels working, especially those of the 
ekin, and by enlivening the circul- 
ation around the nerve-endings in 
the skin they stimulate the central 
nervous system. 

Investigation reveals that we are 
most likely to feel and obey the 
Impuise to inflict physical punish- 
ment on others on days when the 
temperature averages seventy de- 
atees. It is on such days that the 


police-courts are filled with wife- . 


beaters and participants in domestic 
and neighbourhood rows. When the 
temperature rises: above seventy- 
five the heat has an enervating ef- 
fect which makes the average per- 
son disinclined to exert himself. . 


Britons often sigh that they wish 
they. lived in a land with a perfect 
climate. There is a glorious mild 
zone, often described as “perfect” 
in the United States, situatated in 
the uplands of Tennessee, the Caro- 
linas, Georgia, and Alabama. In- 
side this zone heart disease is least 
frequent in the whole continent, 
children are born more physically 
perfect, and migraine, headaches, 
and faintings never worry grown- 
ups. . 

But it has also been found that 
brainwork is apt to be at a low ebb 
there, and mental defects are com- 
mon. You can't have it both ways 
when it comes to the weather!

THE FARM FRONT 


There's a wide-spread belief that 
if you give your cows soft water 
to drink they'll give you, in return, 
a whole lot more milk. Well, it 
just isn’t so, according to dairy 
scientists down in Virginia. And 
they should know, because they 
have tests to prove it. :

They divided 12 cows in two 
groups—tried to make the groups 
as alike as possible according to 
age, size, milk production, and 


month of calving. And both groups — 


got the same feed.

One bunch got soft water, and 
the other got hard water (straight 
from the well) for 54 days. Then 
the two groups were switched for 
another 54 days.

There wasn’t enough difference 
to shake a stick at. Both groups 
produced about the same amount 
of milky drank the same amount of 
water, ate the same amounts, and 
made equal gains in body weight.

The softened water was brought 
to gzero-hardness by a special pro- 
cess. The well water averaged 290 
parts per million hardness (water 
with 100 parts per million will leave 
a heavy ring in the bathtub.)

‘HEMLOCKS 


—From Cowntrymen’s Year, by Haydn & Peorson a 


THE ALGONQUINS had a name for the hemlock. They called it 
“Oh-neh-tah,” meaning “Green-on-the-stick.” The hemlock does not 
pretend to match the crisp, sturdy beauty of the resinous spruce. Nor 
does it offer the fragile loveliness of the wispy firs. Teuga canadensis 
is the humble cousin of the evergreen family. That is why it is so 
fitting that the hemlocks and gray birches often keep each othe: 
compahy on thin-soiled stretches of rocky uplands, in cold swamps, 
and on the sandy sides of ravines. The gray birch is the Martha of its 


family, too. 


The countryman is partial to the stands of hemlocks. He enjoys 
studying the half-inch-long flattened leaves, arranged in two ranks 


on either side of the twigs 


gteens-on-a-stick. The leaves are a ylossy 


green on their upper surfaces and have a pale grayish sheen beneath. 
if one crushes a handful of the crisp foliage, a spicy, bracing fragrance 
fills the air. When a man cuts hemlock trees for boards and shingles, 
he appreciates the beauty of the wood and the bark. The inner bark 
is a chestnut red. In the olden days the pioneers used it for tanning 
leather. The wood is strikingly beautiful with its pinkish-brown tinge 


and streaks of deeper red and russet. 


The hemlock has a steady, anpretentious beauty through all the 
seasons, Perhaps its greatest appeal comes in carly summer—a -few 
days after the miasses of conelike, seed-bearing flowers have passed. 
Then there is a brief period of loveliness as the new growth shows its 
delicate light green in harmony with the rich, deep hue of the older 
leaves. In the early summer sunshine there are flashing glints of bronze, 
gieen, and brown as the rays catch the color of tiny new cones, the 
obd foliage, and the new. The hemlock js an everyday tree, but it plays 
«4 pole in bringing beauty to the eountry side. 


The plot under rotating grazing 
produced about three times as 
much feed value as the other.

And we can’t tie youngsters to 
a bed post td keep them away from 
harm. We want them to run about 
freely; to climb, ride fhorses and 
bicycles; to swim, drive the trac- 
tor, shoot a gun—else how will 
they become capable grown-ups? 

The truth is that nearly every 
death-dealing accident could have 
been prevented. This is an appall- 
ing fact; but it means that we can 
cut down on accidents 

The best way parents can keep 
their children safe is to show them 
——not just tell them—how to live 
safely. Sure, tell your youngsters 
when and where to be careful, what 
things to avoid. But that isn’t 
enough, 

If your small Hopalong sees you 
pull an electric. light chain with 
your hands wet, he won’t be much 
impressed when you tell him not 
to. Let him see you carfully dry 
your hands before grabbing any- 
thing electrical—and tell him why 
you're being cautions. 

When you seize a hot skillet, 
do you make sure you have a pot 
holder in your hand? Do you firmly 
block the car’s wheels before jack- 
ing it up for a tire change? See 
that the ladder is secured from 
slipping before you climb? 


The precautions you take—or 


fail to take—speak niore loudly to 


your young fry than constant “be 
careful” warnings. 

You can cut down on accidents 
by making your home a safe place 
to be. A safe home means one 
where you keep sharp, poisonous, 
explosive, and small pop-in-the- 
mouth articles out of reach. Where 
all medicines are stowed in a high, 
locked cabinet. 

Make a tour of your home. Do 
you keep hallways and stairs well 
lighted, slippery rugs fastened 
down? If you haye toddlers, do you 
guard the stairways with a gate and 
rail? Keep the high chair and play 
pen out of the danger zon® around 
the stove? Put pans on the range, 
handles in, out of small-fry reach? 
Keep locked screens over high 
windows? 

Outside the house, get the whole 
family to help keep things picked 
up— nails, broken glass, pieces of 
metal. Help the children put away 
garden tools, with pointed ends 
covered. Burn’ leaves and trash 
only in. perforated metal containers; 
and if the children help, keep a 
vigilant eye on them. 

Your child* knows — if you've 
shown him—that he’s always to 
close the cellar and garage doors. 

Even away from home, keep set- 
ting that good example. Teach 
your children to obey traffic rules, 
to cross streets only at intersec- 
tions. Make sure the kids learn 
how to swim, and tow to behave 
safely in water with other children. 
Keep a swimmer on guard over 
the small ones. And see that the 
older ones learn life-saving. 

Firearms? Teach the children 
to handle a gun properly and with 
respect. If you:don't know how 
yourself, get Uncle Bill to take 
over the job, Even if you don’t al- 
low your child to have a gun, 
sooner or later he’s going to be out 
with the neighbor's young ‘un—and 
a BB gun or “22.” 

We can’t always keep children 
away from danger—but we can 
show them how to act safely. 

It's largely up to parents to see 
that their children survive safely 
~while living in danger.

And look at the price paid for that, Strikers lost $500,000 in wages 
every day; approximately $30 millions altogether.

The whole economy of the province was hurt and time alone will tell 
whether highly competitive domestic and export markets lost through 


the strike can ever be regained 


Let the rank-and file union man put that on his adding: machine 
and see if 5%c an hour was worth it. 

And what possible yardstick can ‘Phillip Murray be using when 
he claims a “great victory” in the U.S. steel strike? 

This was the price: It lasted 55 days. It cost an estimated $4.5 
billions. It deprived the U.S. and Canada of 17 million tons of badly 
needed steel at a critical period in our mutual defense program. It 
forced plant shutdowns all across both countries, Shortages will plague 


us for months, at least. 


What did all this net Murray and his followers? Wages were not 
an issue at all. Just compulsory unionism—the union shop. If Murray 
had been able to pry the full union shop out of the industry, he might 
have some reason for cheering. But he only got a shadow of that. 
Present employees while they have to join can quit almost right away. 


A “great victory” indeed.

, world’s first stratosphere surveys, 


Professor Auguste Piccard now 
plans a deepest-ever dive into the 
ocean. 

At a. point midway between 
Naples and Sardinia, where. the 
blue Mediterranean is -unusually 
clear, the tow-headed Belgian 
scientist is preparing a divingbell 
descent to nearly a-mile below the 
surlace, one of the most dangerous 
diving trips ever attempted. 

Frogman’s Peep 

On an earlier shallow dive in the 
Gulf of Giinea off West Africa, a 
frogman peeped through the port- 
hole of the balloon-shaped bathy- 
sphere and found the Professor and 
his “companion quietly playing 
chess, The Professor planned-a des- 
cent to 5,000 feete-but then water 
leaked into the electric system, the 


joushell_of the sphere was twisted out 
. of shape, and Piccard cabled home 


to his wife: “Too risky, Mama !" 
Yét the amazing Piccard has 
been taking risks all fils life. Peer- 
ing through thick-lensed spectacles 
at the highest-ever, lowest-ever tips 
of the known world, his scientific 
inquiries—he’s a cosmic ray specia- 


_ list—took him to the peak of Mont 


Blane and down into the deepest 
coal-mines, 
Tearful . Farewell 

Back in 1930 he was already 
middle-aged, a devoted family maa 
with a son and three daughters, 
when he determined to explore the 
highest reaches of the sky. Though 
he pioneered stratosphere travel he 
personally had everything to lose 
and little to gain. He scraped the 
bottom of the barrel to finance his 
first altitude balloon. 

His wife and children wept as 
they bade farewell. Then a ludicrous 
anti-climax, interposed. The balloon 
was too heavy and failed to rise. 

But Auguste Piccard kept trying. 
The cramped, _instrument-packed 
gondola was re-designed. One sum- 
mer morning just twenty-one years 
ago Piccard again zoomed skyward. 

The event created unprecedented 
excitement. Cars raced over the 
Alpine roads following the balloon. 
The world imagined that the string- 
necked scientist was as good as 
dead. If lack of oxygen did not get 
him, it was argued, the cosmic rays 
would kill, 

Terrible Silence 


For a day and a night a blanket 
of terriblé silence fell on the ex- 
pedition. Distraught Madame Pic- 
eard gave her husband up for dead. 
Then an Alpine shepherd found 
Piccard scrambling down a moun- 
tain-side, After reaching the then 
record height of nearly ten miles, 
the balloon had landed on a glacier. 
Till daybreak the professor and his 
golleague, Max Cosyns, slept inside 
the sphere, cosy and warm. Though 
their scientific findings had been 
disappointing, they had proved the 
trip possible. 

“But never again !” said Piccard. 

Yet he kept trying. Belgium's 
pies Foundation for Scientific 

esearch backed him, Within a few 
weeks Piccard had nearly $4,000,- 
000 for fresh experiments. 

The following year the balloon 
went up and in barely three hours 
the Piccard craft broke another 
height record of nearly ten and a 
half miles, This time results were 
all that had been expected. As they 
neared the maximum height the 
cosmic rays increased in intensity 
till they could be felt beating on 
the balloon like rain, Far below the 
balloon the mountainous Swiss 
landscape seemed like a flat plain. 
And when the balloon descended 
the scientists yelped with joy. 

Agonies of Cold 

The previous year the cabin had 

been painted black and had ab-

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sorbed so much heat that they 
emerged part-broiled, With silver 
paint, however,the temperature fell 
to 64 below and they suffered 
agonies of cold. 


The climax came as they landed. 
Racing to the spot peasants seized 
the mooring ropes, then made a 
mistake and suddenly let go. 
Abruptly the craft shot up 150 feet 
and as suddenly crashed down. Only 
the queer cushioned wicker helmets 
which Piccard had insisted on wear- 
ing saved the passengers’ skulls. 


“I'm too old for acrobatics”, Pic-' 


card explained, when asked why he 
did not make another higher-than- 
ever attempt. . Behind the scenes, 
however, he secretly evolved a new 
type of stratosphere balloon. Just 


before the war he was all set for 


another attempt when the balloon 
caught fire. ° 

Piccard promised his worried wife 
he would never go up again... 
but he said nothing about going 
down, Apart from his sudden bursts 
into hectic publicity, his life is one 
of quiet, purposeful routine. He 
rises early... “Telephone me at 
six on Friday morning,” was one 
of his messages to the writer. 
Usually he spends three or four 
hours in systematic study before he 
walks up the hill to Brussels 
University, where he is Professor 
of Physics and Natural Science. 


Dodging Reporters 
His hatred of publicity is genuine. 


To escape newspaper reporters, he®™ 


once climbed a tree with his books 
and quietly hid there reading while 
the reporters strolled in the garden 
vainly waiting for him to come 
home | 

For years Auguste Piccard lived 
obscurely, a savant among savants, 
known only for his brilliant con- 
tributions to scientific journals on 
molecular physics and radiation. 


Amid his intrepid stratosphere 
flights, le once refused to fly from 
Paris to London on one of the 
rickety cross-Channel ‘planes of 
that day. “No fear,” he said, “I’m 
not going to risk my neck !” 

Fifteen years ago, his forecast of 
flights from London to New York 
“in a few hours” seemed a fantastic 
dream. To-day both the world and 
Professor Piccard have changed 
their minds about air travel. .Now, 
in his typically suburban home, Pic- 
card dreams of the unplumbed 
depths of the ocean,

Sana Sleep-Walkers Do 
When The Devil Came A-Visiting 


It has been estimated in Great 
Britain alone there are something 
like half a million people who walk 
in their sleep. ‘In addition, these 
somnambulists, as they are called, 
read books, write letters, engage in 
workaday activities, catch trains 
and buses or even drive cars. 

They have also robbed houses, 
committed murder and occasionally 
have lost their own lives while 
sleepwalking. 

Recent cases in medical journals 
describe that of the 16-year-old 
schoolboy who used to get out of 
bed, pick his way through a daftk- 
ened room, carefully avoiding all 
obstacles, then travel miles by foot 
and bus while still asleep. 

Next morning he would be back 
in his room, unable to remember 
anything about it. 

Psychiatrists discovered that six 
months previously he had volun- 
tecred to be hypnotised on the 
stage. The hypnotist had told him 
that he would remain under hyp- 
notic influence for six monthis, 
after which time he must return 
to the theatre and sce the hypnot- 
ist again, 

The boy's sleepwalking was an 
attempt to do this. ‘ 

Another. case was that of the 
taxi-driver who would go to sleep 
after a hard day’s work, dress while 
still asleep and do another five or 
six hours’ stint at the wheel. 


“Used to Wonder” ‘ 


He used. to wonder where the 
money in his pockets came from in 
the morning. 

It transpired that for twenty 
years the taxi-driver had worked 
only at nights, but considered that 
since he was getting older he would 
switch to daytime driving. 

The old habits were so strong 
that his unconscious mind took 
him back to work at nights while 
he was atill asleep.

Certain phases of sleepwalking 
still baffle the experts. Only one 
fact is certain — that the sleep- 
walker’s body is controlled by ‘his 
subconscious mind, 

This deep reservoir of his hopes, 
fears, problems and frustrations 
takes direct control not only of the 
sleepwalker’s limbs and muscles 
but borrows some of the faculties 
of the conscjous mind as well, It 
uses them in the physical expres- 
sion of actual desires. 

Baffled Experts 

In the more common forms of 
sleepwalking, somnambulism usual- 
ly occurs about two hours after re- 
tirmg — when sleep reaches its 
greatest depth. 

How long the state lasts depends 
on the individual and his personal- 
ity. It may last a few minutes, @ 
few fours, ‘or several motiths. The 
somnambulist may journey to a 
distant town, get a job, buy a house, 
and even marry. © : 

This is the reason why some emi- 
nent authorities believe that most of 
the. disappearance . and  loss-of- 
memory cases we constantly hear 
about may actually involve som- 
nambulism,

time if there has been ‘much rain 
overnight. First he has. had to trail 
through the wet pasture fields to 
fetch the cows homes-on wet days 
they are always at the far end of 
the farm. Then Partner's mood is 
reflected in the behaviour of the 
cows, They get -contrary, run in 
and out of the barnvard instead of 
into the stable, and with every step 
ket a little more plastered with 
mud. At last they are tied up in 
their stalle—in what had previously 
been a clean stable but which, in- 
side of half an hour, is anything 
but. Then I come on the scene and 
Partner says, “If some of these 
peoffle who buy milk could see they 
work and worry we often have-in 
keeping it clean there wouldn't be 
so much grumbling about the price.” 

“Weill,” some people may ask, 
“if you are dissatisfied, why go on 
farming?” Well, why do we? It is 
a question we often ask ourselyes— 
because we are tempted to wonder 
sometimes! 

Perhaps the chief reason, as with 
a good many ‘other farm fo k, is 
because farming supplies a funda- 
miental need in our nature. The 
farmer ts independent—indepencent 
to a greater extent than a man in 


¥ 


any other calling. How much a 
man likes farming depends to a 
great extent upon how much he 


values -his independence, The farm-* 
er is his own boss. He 1s a success 
or a failure according to his own 
skill, ability and ingenuity—that is, 
except in a depression period, which 
acts like a’ quagmire sucking him 
down however hard he struggles to 
save himself. 

The farmer coesn’t have to punch 
a time-clock—although he generally 
works longer hours than those who 
do. He makes his own time and ar- 
ranges his work according to the 
weather or the demands of the 
season. He doesn't have to pay un- 
ion dues or go on strike becduse 
someone higher up demands it. 
There are very few restrictions 10 
regard to his work. He can grow 
what he likes—and as much or as 
little as he likes. There is just one 
hitch—he has little to say in what 
he shall be paid for his produce, 
although he must conform to gov- 
ernment requirements in regard to 
the quality of whatever he has to 
sell. 

And “yet, ironical as it may seem, 
it is often the farmer's own satis- 
faction in his work that causes mis- 


understanding. For instance, a far- 
mer may say during a spell of 
inclement weather, “About ali I 


get done these days 1s the chores.” 


It sounds as if “chores” don't 
amount to anything. _How tiany 
people, other than farmers, realize 


that chores take’ up about six hours 
of the farmer's day? What he does 
before and after chores is “work.” 
As if chores were not work! 

It is a musrepresentation that has 
come down #6 us from the day when 
“chores” were done ly the women 
and children of the family—when 
there might be no more than four 
or five cows to milk and a dozen 
or so of mongrel hens. to feed. 
This help left Dad free to “work.” 

The word “chores” its a colloquial 
expression indicating “odd jobs.” 
Its meaning in that sense is as out- 
of-date as a stump fence. What a 
farmer does at the barn night and 
morning is “work” with a capital 
“W"—and often is the means by 
which he makes most of his income. 
If he speaks of this work as chores 
he belittles his occupation and 
should not blame his city 
if he gets the idea that there is 
little work connected with the far 
mer’s daily chores, When a person 
under-rates his work or his calling 
too oiten it is accepted at his own 
valuation ;

The Modern Pentathlon which 
facludes none of the original five 
came into the present series of the 
Olympics in 1912 at the instiga- 
tion of the founder, Baron Pierre 
de Coubertin of France. His main 
desire was to try and interest mili- 
tary leaders of all nations in a com- 
ition that would appeal to sold- 
. Thus the modern pentathlon 
submits entrants to the sort of 
thing a dispatch rider might have 
fo undergo on active service. [t 
comprises horse riding, fencing, 
hooting, swimming and cross 
country running.

What happens is that the com- 
petitor rides a horse, please note 
that it’s a horse and not his horse, 
across a 5,000-meter obstacle- 


strewn route traversed only once 


previously. He loses marks for falls, 
refusals and speed below 450 yards 
per minute.

His horst is then supposed to 
be shot from under him and he 
engages his adversary with the 
sword, in this case the épeé. Then 
our hero is obliged to resort to a 
pistol, He is allowed 20 shots at 
disappearing silhouettes ranged at 
25 meters. Running out of ammu- 
nition he takes to the water and 
awims to the far banka distance 
of 300 meters.
